REPORT  AND  ACCOUNTS 

The  Committee  of  Management  have  pleasure  in  presenting 
their  182nd  Annual  Report. 

WAVERTREE  SCHOOL 

The  challenge  and  responsibility  of  educating  visually 
handicapped  children  in  this  region  continued  unabated 
during  the  year.  The  high  rate  of  children  seeking 
admission  which  was  very  noticeable  in  1972  continued 
through  1973.  At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  89  children 
in  residence  and  two  day  pupils.  Details  of  the  numbers 
in  the  School  over  the  past  three  years  indicate  this 
upward  surge  : — 

July  1971  — 74  children 
July  1972  — 87  children 
July  1973  — 91  children 

Future  admission  figures  suggest  that  this  may,  however, 
be  a peak  as  there  is  some  fall  of  admissions  in  recent 
months. 

As  reported  last  year  over  half  of  these  new  entrants  to 
the  School  had  a further  handicap  in  addition  to  a loss 
in  vision.  These  additional  handicaps  bring  complex 
problems  for  all.  Staff  ratios  need  to  be  constantly  reviewed 
and  Staff  have  to  continually  evaluate  their  teaching 
programmes  and  the  needs  of  the  children. 

During  the  year  the  Staff  attended  a variety  of  Courses  to 
keep  abreast  of  the  changing  pattern  in  the  Education  of  the 
Visually  Handicapped.  One  of  the  most  stimulating  and 
rewarding  Courses  was  conducted  by  the  College  of 
Teachers  of  the  Blind  at  the  Training  College,  Derby.

The  normal  activities  of  the  School  continued  throughout 
the  year.  Open  Days,  Christmas  activities,  Visit  of  the 
Lord  Mayor  of  Liverpool,  School  Outing  to  Southport, 
Youth  Hostelling  to  The  West  Riding  of  Yorkshire, 
week-end  visit  to  London,  and  Theatre  Visits. 

A special  feature  during  the  past  years  in  the  life  of  the 
School  has  been  the  emphasis  we  have  placed  on 
Open  Days.  These  occasions  are  geared  to  show  the 
parents,  their  friends,  and  representatives  from  Education 
Authorities  as  much  as  possible  of  the  life  of  the  School, 
and  our  approach  to  the  educational  problems  of  the 
children.  It  is  essential  that  we  enable  parents  and 
Educational  Authorities  to  understand  the  nature  of  a 
visual  problem  and  how  the  child  can  be  helped  and 
understood  at  all  levels. 

Although  the  Staff  are  available  at  all  times  to  see,  help 
and  advise  parents,  six  days  are  set  aside  so  that  parents 
and  friends  can  be  involved  in  the  education  and  welfare 
of  their  children. 
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BRAILLE  READING 

As  usual,  the  children  took  part  in  the  Northern  Braille 
Reading  Competition.  Two  children,  Susan  Lavender  and 
Nicola  Walker  were  successful  in  being  3rd  in  the  9 - 12 
age  group  and  3rd  in  the  under-9  age  group  respectively.

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WAVERTREE  SCHOOL  — DEVELOPMENT 

All  Institutions  large  and  small  have  periods  when,  for 
changing  political,  social  and  economic  reasons,  they 
must  review  their  responsibilities  to  the  Society  they  serve. 
The  Vernon  Committee  Report  for  the  Education  of  the 
Visually  Handicapped  will,  if  adopted  by  Parliament,  provide 
a changing  pattern  of  Education  at  Wavertree  and  other 
Schools  serving  the  visually  handicapped.  An  increased 
emphasis  on  day  attendance,  where  possible,  and  the 
provision  of  some  education  for  those  children  under  five 
years  of  age  are  only  two  of  wide  ranging  recommendations. 

Even  before  the  Vernon  Committee's  recommendations  it 
was  obvious  that  there  was  a need  for  children  to  be 
admitted  to  Wavertree  before  reaching  the  age  of  five  years. 
For  this  purpose  a Nursery  Unit  was  set  up.  Meanwhile, 
Clifton  House,  a large  house  adjacent  to  the  School, 
became  available  and  negotiations  were  completed  to 
purchase  the  house  in  July,  1972,  at  a cost  of  £15,000. 
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The  works  to  alter  the  house  are  at  present  taking  place. 
They  are  expected  to  cost  over  £25,000  and  the  alterations 
should  be  completed  by  January,  1974. 

The  decision  to  purchase  Clifton  House,  taken  when  the 
Vernon  Committee’s  recommendations  were  not 
known  and  before  the  Nursery  Unit  was  fully  in  operation, 
has  proved  to  be  far  sighted  and  has  given  an  excellent 
foundation  for  this  necessary  extension  of  Wavertree’s 
Educational  service.

However,  as  the  original  plans  were  not  now  suitable 
they  had  to  be  re-planned  and  work  is  now  expected 
to  commence  in  the  early  months  of  1974. 

The  scheme  provides  for  4 classrooms,  typewriting  room, 
language  laboratory,  some  living  accommodation  and 
a large  resource  area. 

Costs  of  this  work  are  anticipated  to  be  in  the  region  of 
£85,000  and  in  addition  much  new  equipment  will  be  needed. 

The  classrooms  which  will  provide  more  efficient  teaching 
areas  will  also  release  valuable  space  in  the  main  building. 


During  the  year  considerable  progress  has  been  made  in 
the  provision  of  further  classrooms  for  the  School.  The 
real  need  for  these  was  first  apparent  in  1968-69,  and 
plans  were  drawn  up  for  the  project  and  deferred. 
However,  there  have  been  strong  demands  educationally 
for  the  replacement  of  classrooms  which  were  part  of 
education’s  heritage  from  the  Victorian  era.  They  were 
therefore  scheduled  to  be  erected  during  1972-73.

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OBITUARY 

During  the  year  we  mourned  the  deaths  of  two  of  the 
most  respected  and  admired  personalities  to  have  served 
the  School  in  the  last  three  decades  : — 

Miss  R.  A.  McGregor  — Matron  of  Wavertree  for  nearly 
18  years  died  on  December  10th,  1972.  Her  loss  was 
felt  so  keenly  that  no  announcement  to  the  children  was 
made  until  they  returned  from  their  Christmas  Holidays. 
Miss  McGregor  had  fought  a long  battle  against  illness 
which  had  affected  the  years  prior  to  her  death.  She  was 
never  self-pitying  and  was  a source  of  inspiration  to 
those  who  worked  with  her  and  knew  of  her  courage. 

A Memorial  Service  was  held  in  her  honour  at  the 
Wavertree  Parish  Church.  The  numbers  who  attended 
the  service  testified  to  the  great  impact  she  had  made 
on  all  of  those  who  surrounded  her  during  her  work  at 
Wavertree. 

Dr.  Edward  Blair  Wilkinson — died  quite  suddenly  on  the 
4th  June,  1973.  He  had  been  critically  ill  some  months 
previously  but  had  overcome  this  severe  setback.  He 
was  the  School's  Consultant  Medical  Officer  from  1946  to 
1967,  only  relinquishing  his  appointment  on  his  retirement 
from  active  medical  practice.  He  will  be  best 
remembered  by  us  all  at  the  Royal  School  for  the  Blind 
for  his  constant  and  unwavering  interest  in  the  children,  for 
whom  no  effort  was  spared  in  spite  of  large  commitments 
elsewhere  in  the  Medical  Service.  That  he  was  accepted 
at  Wavertree  School  almost  as  a member  of  Staff  is 
indicative  of  the  quiet  and  good  natured  way  he  carried 
out  his  duties. 

It  is  sad  that  during  the  year  two  of  the  most  professional 
of  our  friends  have  been  lost.  The  heritage  that  they 
have  passed  on  to  us,  and  the  memory  of  their  dedication 
will  act  as  a challenge  and  a spur  to  those  carrying  on.

The  Seal  of  the  School  for  the  Indigent  Blind. 
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A BRIEF  HISTORY  OF  THE  ROYAL  SCHOOL  FOR  THE  BLIND 

LIVERPOOL 

1791  The  Liverpool  School  for  the  Indigent  Blind  was 
opened  in  Commutation  Row.  This  was  the  first 
School  for  the  Blind  to  be  established  in  the 
British  Isles  and  second  only  to  Paris  in  the  world. 
The  School  was  founded  by  Edward  Rushton,  who 
was  blinded  at  sea  when  19  years  of  age 
and  became  a bookseller  in  Paradise  Street, 
Liverpool.  He  received  considerable  help  from 
his  friend  J.  Christie,  a blind  musician  who  became 
one  of  the  first  teachers  in  the  Institution. 

The  Reverend  Henry  Dannett,  The  Vicar  of 
St.  John's,  Liverpool,  hearing  of  the  scheme  from 
Edward  Rushton,  became  co-founder  and  played 
a large  part  in  obtaining  the  support  of  the 
inhabitants  of  Liverpool  and  the  North  West  to  the 
venture.  He  managed  the  Institution  until  1793, 
when  the  Management  was  taken  over  by  a 
Committee  drawn  from  the  Members  of  the  Charity. 

1800  The  School  moved  to  a newly  constructed 

buildinq  in  Duncan  Street,  Liverpool,  which  provided 
residential  accommodation. 

1806  His  Royal  Highness,  The  Prince  of  Wales,  visited 
the  School  and  became  its  Patron. 

This  Royal  Patronage  has  extended  up  to  the  present 
day. 

1819  The  Chapel  of  the  School  for  the  Blind  was  built 
adjoining  the  School,  and  was  famous  for  the 
quality  of  its  music  and  services. 

1829  An  Act  of  Incorporation  was  passed  in  Parliament, 
which  regulated  the  government  of  the  School 
and  the  Chapel. 

1851  The  School  moved  to  new  premises  in  Hardman 
Street,  and  the  Chapel  was  taken  down  and 
re-erected  alongside  the  School. 
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1898  The  Wavertree  School  for  Blind  Children  was  built 
for  the  education  of  school  age  children. 

Hardman  Street  School  remained  as  a technical 
and  training  centre  for  the  adult  blind.  At  the 
time  of  the  erection  of  Wavertree  School,  a 
donation  of  £10,000  was  made,  approximately 
one  third  of  the  cost.  The  donor  was 
Miss  Mary  Hornby  of  Walton,  whose  generosity 
to  Wavertree  School  during  its  early  years  was 
extensive. 

1928  The  Chapel  for  the  Blind  was  closed  and  services 
discontinued.  The  site  on  which  the  Chapel 
had  stood  was  later  used  for  an  extension  of 
the  Hardman  Street  School  and  provided  for  the 
erection  of  sales  departments,  workshops,  and 
domestic  science  training  areas. 

1945  Under  the  Education  Act,  1944,  the  Wavertree 
School  became  the  Junior  School  for  the  North 
West.  Secondary  School  age  children  were 
transferred  to  Henshaw’s,  Manchester.  Hardman 
Street  became  the  Technical  School  in  the  North 
West  for  all  blind  adolescent  students. 

1957  Due  to  changing  social  conditions  and  the 

availability  of  open  industry  to  blind  trainees,  the 
Technical  School  at  Hardman  Street  closed. 

During  1972  the  Bronze  Doors,  which  were  an 
important  feature  of  the  Hardman  Street  School, 
were  removed  and  sited  at  Wavertree. 

1966  By  the  Liverpool  Corporation  (General  Powers  Act) 
1966,  the  institution  was  renamed  The  School  for 
the  Blind,  Liverpool.  In  July  of  the  same  year, 

Her  Majesty  the  Queen  graciously  commanded 
that  the  title  should  become  The  Royal  School  for 
the  Blind,  Liverpool.
